Let the Government imm tely bring down to 
the House and pass (suspen whatever forms of 
the House may be necessary) a short act of Parlia- 
ment providing that: 5 
1. All losses or injuries to steamers or their car- 
goes sball be made good by the country, unless 
such loss be due to disobedience of orders. 

2. It shall be a misdemeanor, punishable with 
imprisonment and a heavy fine, to transfer any 
steamer to any foreign flag until the act be re- 
pealed.

Z. All officers in the service of the Crown, 
whether naval, consular, or colonial, shall at any

4. No steamer to sail from any port without ob-

An innocent-looking fishing-boat, 
with a disguised crew, and seemingly occupied in 
dredging, drifted past the Admirai’s ship. Sud- 
denly a blow was felt, arid it was discovered that a 
Whitehead torpedo had been fired from fishing+ 
boat. Had the torpedo been charged flagsbip 
would have been sunk. As regards the Peruvian 
cases, a certain amount of care and mistrustfal- 
ness may prevent any disaster; bit consider the 
effect ef the second case upon a man-of-war in 
hostile waters.

Mr. Cleveland indorses the decision and 
regrets that he cannot have the honorable 
and valuable services of a Rebel who once 
repudiated his oath to support the Govetu- 
ment.

‘MAY MOVING-DAY. | 
While cold, raw .winds are still blowing 
and winter overeoats are not uncomfortable, 
there are yet indications on the street that 
May is here. The yenders of May flowers, 
pansies, roses, and lilacs are doing a thriving . 
business, The windows are filled with spring 


and summer fashions. The white sails begin, 


to appear on the lake. The grass plats are 
showing their green and the shrubs are burst- 
ing ‘with leaf, but, most unerring sign of alf 
the streets are lively’ with the great annual 
hegira which transforms the large part of 
the population into temporary tramps. 

The iconoclastic truck-driver is today the 
tyrant of the street, and no. power stands be- 
tween him andthe housepold goods upon 
which he is perched to make good the 
breakage orto protect the family secrets 
from the public scrutiny. There is proba- 
bly no more melancholy man today than the 
luckless householder whose goods are in 
transit from one house to another. He 
knows that his piano must be scratched, his 
mirrors will be cracked, his crockery will be 
broken, his carpets will be streaked with 
mud, his stoves will be rusted, his books will 
be torn. He knows that the new neighbor- 
hood into which he is going’ will de 
on the lookout, and will criticise his 


househoid goods, and that their shab- 
ele- 


appearance will not tend to 
vate him in social Importance. He 
knows that he is going into new quar- 
ters, and that his predecessors have left vari- 
ous souvenirs for him, such as leaking faucets, 
broken windows, smoky chimneys, creaking 
doors, torn wall-paper, collections of old hats 
and shoes, heaps of dirt and soot, rickety 
‘fences, and a yard full of ashes, tin cans, jand 
kitchen refuse, He has left comparative 
comfort behind him, and he knows that this 
is the outlook before him, but he toils along 
to his new home sullen, dogged, and full of 
chilling heaviness at heart. The only conso- 
lation he has is the consciousness that what 
he finds in the abode of his predecessor$ he 
has left behind for his own successors. 

From the appearance of the streets, the 
hegira this spring is quite as extensive as in 
former years, and this too notwithstanding 
the large number of people who live in flats, 
where the conveniences are such that there is 
no temptation to move, The number of 
houses to rent also appears to be quite as large. 


Except on those favored streets where people 


live in their own houses, every other dwell- 


ing seems to be placarded with the familiar 


announcement, and so many of ffiem still re- 
main that it is evident many houses will be 
left over for the option of those who do not 
care to join the general May-Day caravan, 
but wait until the rush is over and select at 
leisure with a prospect of lower rentals. One 
would suppose also that the exodus to the 
suburbs, whose growth has been marvel- 
ous for the last five years, would 
relieve» the general volume of the 
May moving, but it does not appear to 
have that effect. The rush continues. 
It may partly be explained by the desire to 


get cheaper rents, though the expense of 


mqying is usually more than the difference in 
rent. It may partly be dhe also to the old 
nomadic habits of the rage which have not 
yet worn off, and perhaps to that de- 
sire for change which afflicts so many people.

The fact seems to be admitted that the bill 
in question was drawn by the attorney of the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company. It is 
also clear that after the passage of the law 
the Illinois Central can be merged into a new 
corporation @ up of consolidated lines. 
Against whom, then, would the tax-collector 
proceed in order to recover the tax on the 


Iine of railroad now owned and operated by 


the IIIinois Central Company? The 7 per 
cent tax is a liability of that company, and 
if the company goes out of existence by au- 
thority of law then there is no company 
which the State can hold liable. There is 
no excuse for risking this loss of revenue, 

The Liinois Central tax was a condition of 
the grants and privileges conferred upon 
that company. The road was constracted 
with the full understanding that this tax 
would be one, "of its liabilities. All the pur- 
chasers of stock in the company have bought 
with full notice of this liability. .There has 
been no complaint that it is extortionate or 
unfair. The company has paid handsomely 

on its stock over and above the tax. If the 

proposition were submitted to the people to 
remit the tax it would be voted down by 99 

to 1; the vote against it would be unanimous 
outside of those personally interested in 

the company and those under the 
influence of the management. The Leg- 

islature, therefore, has no moral 

right to pass a law which will imperil the 

collection of this tax, and the Consolidation 

bill should not be advanced a single step in 

the Senate until so amended as to protect the 
State revenue from the Illinois Central Rail- 

road beyond any question. If the Illinois 
Central Company prefers to have no bill at 
all rather than one which preserves its tax li- 

ability, the people will be entirely satisfied to 

let the whole matter go by default. But the 

passage of the bill in its present shape will 

be prima facie evidence of corruption, and 

we do not believe our honest old Gov- 

ernor will give it pproval. The Senate 

may as well save a yo the suspicion of 

yielding to corrupt influences either by reject- 

ing the bill or else by amending it in such 

fashion as to remove all danger of ti loss of 

the Illinois Central tax. 


PRIMARY. ELECTIONS. 

What has become of the bill introduced 
into the Legislature to regulate primary elec- 
tions and to give them the same protection 
and validity within their proper scope that the 
subsequent elections have? It was passed 
by the Senate several days ago, but nothing 
has been heard of it since then, This is one 
of the measures which excites no interest in 
a Legislature. There is no money in it. 
There is no job init. There is no partisan 
advantage in it, On the contrary, a properly- 
devised measure might interfere with the 
machinations of the practical politicians 
whose finest work is done at the primaries. 
Hence there is nobody to urge the bill to 
early consideration, and it is not unlikely 
that the Legislature will adjourn without 
providing the people with any relief from 
the frauds which are practiced upon them 


under the pretense thal they are to be given 


an opportunity to make up their own con- 
ventions and designate the ir own candidates. 

As it is now, the people have absolutely 
no voice in the primaries. Itis useless to 
appeal to them to take part. They have 
learned by repeated experience that it is a 
waste of time and effort to attend these meet- 
ings. The tickets are all cut and dried, and 
the votes are cast by men who are hired to 
go from one primary to another, If the 
citizens of any ward should make a combined 
and determined effort to control the selection 
of delegates in opposition to the machine 
managers they would find themselves ex- 
cluded or their, voice would be nullified by 
stuffing the boxes. There is no,law to punish 
frauds at the primaries, and they are merely 
vehicles to carry the n of the machine 
to the convention. 

The last -Democratic. City Convention, 
which was managed by Mike McDonald, was 
an excellent sample of the irresponsible 
primary system. It contained a large num · 
ber of disreputable men and several notorious 
jail-birds; the majority were mere creatures 
of the boss. It was understood and agreed,

The forecast of Mr. Childers of the deficit in 
the budget for the ensuing financial year, 
which is estimated at £14,982,000, is the largest 
deficit since the Crimean war. Mr. Childers 
said it would require a great demand 
upon the patriotism of the people.
